There is the m anufacturer 
who 
makes 
his 


clothes, the merchant and business man who make him com m ercially safe 


and see that everything he needs anti wants is sent him. 
There is the doc­ 


tor who tends him, the girl who nurses him, the Y. M. C. A. secretary who 


amuses him, the Red Cross mother who feec^s him, the civilian workers who 


raise money for him, the people whose brains plan the whole affair— and 


these are only some of the men and women whose efforts are essential to 


the fighting man. 


The army is vastly more than the man in uniform. 
It is the nation. 


You are a part of it. 
All of us are units in its great organization. 
And 


it is this very fact which many of us fail to realize— or to remember day in 


and day out. 
The arm y of the nation is the nation itself. 
Every man, wom­ 


an and child in the country has some duty, though it may be small, to 


perform before that array is complete. 
Not every task is difficult, nor are 


they all easy. 
Most of them do not reflect upon the toiler the honor and 


glory that goes to the man in the firing line. 
But they are essential. 
W ith ­ 


out their accomplishment the man in the trenches would be powerless— he 


would fall utterly, and we would be to blame. 


W e stay-at-homes must face that proposition today and every day until 


the war is won. 
Unless each and every one of u > does his pa i ; ; a member 


of the army behind the lines, the men in the trenches will fail. 
The world 


w ill criticize them; they w ill say they were a poor fighting machine, unable 


to stand the struggle, unable to whip the Hun. 
W e know better— the men 


Over There have already demonstrated their ability as fighters. 
If they 


should fail at any time now it would be because You and 1 and the rest of 


the members of the army behind the line failed to do our share. 


Are you accepting the responsibility which comes to you as an integral 


factor in the arm y? 
Are you doing your part in the fight? 
Have you men 


and women out of uniform fulfilled your obligation to the men wrho wear 


the O. I).? 
If not, then it is high time you did. 
This is your country’s war. 


and you are a decided factor in the army that must win that war.

Its northern extremity was 
guarded by the heavily fortified has- ’ 
ion of Vimy Ridge and by the lulli­ 
ng city of Lens, whose underground 
corridors and chambers 
long 
have 
oarred the British. 
The 
southern 
end ot the Hindenburg line proper, is 
m the vicinity of L a Fere or Laon. 
That end is protected in purl by the 
forest of St. Gobain and the fo rtifi­ 
cations around Laon. 
Between Vim y Ridge on the north 
and LeFere on the

the

passes west of Cam bra i and St. Quen- 
- in so as to protect those two impor- 
ant industrial and

“ 1 am anxious that the g ood roads 
bond issue receive the approval of 
the people of the state at the election 
on Nov. 5, and am therefore ag ain 
calling your attention to some of its 
important features,*’ said the g ov­ 
ernor’s statement. 
“ One thing of 
prime importance is that everyone 
should vote upon the question. 
The 
Tnan who does not vote on the pro­ 
position on the little ballot in ef­ 
fect casts a vote ag ainst it. because 
it must receive practically a majori­ 
ty of all votes cast at the election. 
To Be Ready For Peace. 
“ While our hearts and fortunes are 
set on winning the war, we know 
peace will come ultimately because 
we are g oing to win. a victory that 
will force our kind of peace. 
And 
when peace comes we arc g oing to 
be ready for it, by such wise fore­ 
sig ht as providing for the g reat pro­ 
ject of a state system of roads, 4,800 
miles in extent, to be constructed in 
a period of about five years with the 
proceeds of this bond issue. 
“ Rig ht here let me remind every 
voter ag ain of the fact that all of the 
money to pay for these bonds and all 
the interest is to come from the state 
automobile license fees that already 
are being paid into the state treas­ 
ury under rates already fixed by the 
leg islature. 
The proposition is one of 
business, 
simply 
issuing 
b o n d s 
ag ainst the automobile tax so that we 
can g et the g ood roads within a reas­ 
onable time, instead of building them 
in disconnected sections extending 
over a quarter of a century. 
The au- 
tomobilists, the men who pay the 
bills, seem to be not only willing but 
anxious to stand the expense. 
“ It should be repeatedly emphasiz­ 
ed that the nian who doer, not own 
an automobile will not be called upon 
to pay a cent toward the cost, be­ 
cause not a dollar of taxes will be 
placed upon lauds or other property 
outside of motor vehicles. 
But under 
our constitution all voters must pass 
upon the proposition at the polls, 
whether they are taxed or not. 
To 
me it seems as thoug h g ood citizen­ 
ship would inspire a vote for the 
bond issue. 
H el p To latbur Problem. 
“ Now, as to the practical task that 
will come if the proposition is car­ 
ried. 
1 have g one on record, and 1 
repeat now, that until the close of 
the war no bonds will be marketed, 
no construction commenced. We need 
labor at other tasks. 
J ust now ma­ 
terials are hig h. 
Under war reg u­ 
lations we could not transport the 
materials, even if we could afford to 
pay for them. 
“ But the day is coming when the 
state and the nation will have to 
take the lead in g reat public im­ 
provements to turn business and la­ 
bor back into normal channels. That 
will be the day when our boys are 
back with laurels from foreig n fields. 
We will have to take the initiative 
to 
prevent 
what 
economists 
say 
comes after every war, a temporary 
cessation of industry while it is being 
readjusted from a war basis to a 
peace basis. 
In that period we will 
find the material market lower; we 
can g et railroad cars to carry the 
thing s that g o into the making of 
hard martre- Httr 
eng ineers, 
now 
building 
g reat 
road 
systems 
in 
France, will be available for our em­ 
ployment. 
“ 1 am informed by men well ac­ 
quainted with road 
building 
that, 
considering every process of machin­ 
ery and material production, trans­ 
portation and 
actual 
construction, 
more than half of the cos! of our 
proposed road system will g o to la­ 
bor. 
Here wc have one of the so ­ 
lutions of the problem of absorbing 
surplus labor after we win the war. 
If the statisticians are rig ht, more 
than $ 30,000,000 of the $ 60,000,000 
will g o to labor. 
Failure Would lb* Calamity. 
“ Looking at the question from all 
ang les. 1 ant more than convinced that 
the failure of the bond issue at the 
polls in November would be a calam­ 
ity to the state. 
1 implore every cit 
h*.en to put his shoulder to the wheel 
and help carry this bond issue. 
It 
is not a political matter. 
Leaders of 
both parties are working for it. 
“ There are committees in every 
county doing the best they can in the 
midst of other duties closely associ­ 
ated with the war to arouse the peo­ 
ple to a realization of what the road 
bond issue means. 
In some instances 
these committees have found that 
there is a disposition to let the ques­ 
tion pass by without voting on the 
g round that it will benefit only au- 
tomobilists.
